As usual, there 
was the round of “You 
can’t wake up to a sweet 
spirit” cliches that are 
always cited in defense of 
shallow judgment. 

At first, all of this was 
quite upsetting to one who 
had thought BYU men to 
be enlightened. For the 
first time in years, we felt 
defensive and hurt, turned 
wpon: by. a sex we 
respected and confused 
abou ta. -culture=.we 
believed in but seemed to 
be lacking in depth. 

What was it that made 
guys respond in all 
capitals: “IT STINKS” to 
a simple query about the 
woman’s movement? Why 
did one man respond “All 
women libbers have ugly 
bodies:* instead. ‘of 
confronting the actual 
issues? Nowhere in 
Mormon Doctrine could I 
find any substantiation to 
the self-righteoues 
response of “I want my 
wife to stay at home and 
have babies — ‘nothing 
more, In the ‘early 
Church, women were 
often more assertive and 
creative. Certainly an 
unresourceful woman — 
the helpless, fragile, 
““fascinating woman’’ 
would not have made it 
over the plains.

EDITOR'S NOTE: The 
following is a first person 
account by BYU student 
Calvin Kinghorn about the 
flood that devastated parts 
of eastern Idaho last June 
when the Teton Dam 
burst. Kinghorn is a junior 
from Lewisville, Idaho. 


There. was plenty of 
work to be done on my 
father’s farm that bright, 
sunny June 5... 19/6. 
began the day cleaning a 
potato cellar with the help 
of my 18-year-old brother 
Clair. We were quite 
caught up in our work, but 
we took out time for a 
fast, friendly wrestling 
match. 

We had just decided that 
work was less strenuous 
than wrestling and had 
returned to the chores 
when my. father, Frank 
Kinghorn, 
cellar with the grim 
announcement. ‘‘The 
Teton Dam has busted,” 
he said. “Grab a horse 
quick. We’ve got to go to 
the ranch and move the 
cattle.” 

It was 11 a.m.. Had I 
known what was going to 
happen, I might have told 
him, “No, Dad, you go 


entered” the. 


move the cows if you like 
but I'll stay here where it’s 
safe.” However, I quickly 
loaded a horse in the truck 
and left with my father for 
the ranch. 

The ranch is six miles 
west of Rexburg on the 
North fork of the Snake 
River, just a quarter of a 
mile east of where the 
Teton River empties into 
the Snake. We all knew we 
were in direct line of the 
flood water. 

The trip took only 15 
minutes and we arrived to 
find that friends and 
neighbors had already 
begun to round up the 
cattle. We then finished 
the job of corralling the 
cattle. 


Funny Feeling 


There was a funny 
feeling in the air as the 
neighbors departed for the 
foothills east of Rexburg. 
Only my father, my 
brother, a neighbor named 
Gerald Lowe, his son of 
sixteen and I remained. I 
don’t know why we 
stayed. I guess we didn’t 
want to leave the cows, 
not knowing their fate. All 
we could do was wait and 
wonder. 

We stayed tuned to 
KR XK + radio + from 
Rexburg. The man at the 
mike said water was

pouring into the valley at 
an unbelievable rate. We 
listened until the station 
was washed away. 

We had thought of 
driving the cattle west to 
higher land but we didn’t 
dom at 2At 2223.07 peng. al 
climbed a high silo and 
with binoculars saw the 
flood. waters, but I 
wouldn’t know the real 
extent of the flood for 
another hour. 

Finally, we five decided 
to drive towards Rexburg 
and check out the flood 
for ourselves. We had 
driven only a couple of 
miles when we saw the 
flood coming down the 
highway toard us. 

The water was about 
two feet deep and was 
terribly swift. I could see 
that the waters coming 
behind were deeper and 
deeper. Dad turned the 
truck around and prepared 
to drive away, but we 
paused for a moment to 
gaze at the destructive 
waters at work. The water 
struck a medium-sized 
trailer house and rolled it 
over and over like a rolling 
pin rolls out bread dough. 


Floating cow 


Then we noticed a cow 
floating on what appeared 
to be the floor of a barn. 


She was being carried 
away very fast and at 


times was spun around. 
The poor, old girl looked 
bewildered. 

For the first time, we 
knew how bad the flood 
was and we knew we had 
to move the cattle again or 
we wouldn’t have any. We 
returned to the corrals and 
began catching baby calves 
and put them in the back 
of the truck because we 
knew they could not travel 
very fast. The horses were 
saddled in record time and 
the gates were opened and 
it was “head ’em up, and 
move ’em out for your 
lifer” 

Our plan was to head 
south across the neighbor’s 
ranch to an area of high 
ground three-quarters of a 
mile away. When we 
reached the highway, we 
discovered that it was no 
longer a road but a river. 

We tried to drive the 
cattle but they just crossed 
the road the stood in 
knee-deep fast-running

That left only Clair and 
me, surrounded by water 
and. helpless cattle, 
wondering what to do to 
survive. We gave up on the 
cattle and after a thirty 
second conversation we 
decided to leave the 
horses, cross a fence and 
wade to another high piece 
of ground nearby. 

However, this hill was 
not high enough so we 
decided to try to cross a 
field to a higher hill. When 
we reached the end of the 
hill, we realized that we 
were too late. The water 
had beaten us and we 
knew that if we tried to 
cross the field we would 
be washed away. For the 
first time, I felt a trapped, 
helpless feeling but I knew 
that we had to act and act 
fast.

water overtook us before

The neighbor and 
his son had stayed behind 
to look after their home 
which stood on a high hill.

We turned and ran back 
the way we had come. | 
believe that we both 
sensed that in order to 
survive the flood we would 
need the help of our 
horses, but we couldn’t 
even be sure they were still 
where he had left them. As 
we came near the road, we 
saw that the horses hadn’t 
moved an inch but just 
stood there with water up 
around their shoulders. We 
descended from the hill, 
plunged into the water and 
waded into the current in 
order to reach the horses. 


By this time, the rushing 
water was making a 
terrifically loud noise 
which echoed throughout 
the countryside. As we 
waded in water up to our 
chests. l= mnoviiced that 
telephone poles were 
toppling and fences 
whined and creaked as 


they broke and were swept 
away. It was as if the flood 
waters were saying, “Boys, 
you don’t have a chance.” 

I wondered at this point 
how good of a chance we 
had of surviving but we 
weren't about to give up. 
We fought our way to the 
horses, mounted them and 
headed toward the Lowe’s 


house. I had heard that 
horses were strong 
swimmers and soon 


learned that was true. 
They swam us safely to 
the protected Lowe home. 
We turned the horses 
loose and began to help 
Mr. Lowe and his son 
move the family s 
two-year’s supply from the 
basement to the upstairs. 
Every time I came up the 
stairs I would look out the 
window to see an awful 
sight. There were still 500 
head of cattle out there in 
that flood, floundering. 


Water crested - 


By 7 p.m., the water had 
crested and the worst was 
over. The water filled the 
basement of the Lowe 
home but the hill was high 
enough to keep it off the 
second floor. There were 
four people in that home 
very happy to be alive. 


Then Ma 430.w-e 
suggested that we ought to 
make it five, so I set out in 
a canoe to rescue my 
father from his hill. Pll 
never forget how happy I 
was to see him even 
though I knew he was safe. 


There were the five of us 
alive and doing fine: We 
realized that God had 
protected us and we were 
thankful for it. We did not 
get home for a couple of 
more days and friends and 
telatives had received the 
word that we shad 
drowned. We were on the 
Missing list in two 
counties.

One criticism directed at 
the publication of the 
article said it would sway 
impressionable freshman 
girls and new members to 
believe that in order to 
‘set > a BYU. man, they 
should concentrate on 
getting skinny _ ankles, 
sparkly eyes, etc., instead 
of cultivating finer and 
more Christlike qualities. 
If this is so, we hope these 
girls are sheltered from the 
more coersive influences 
of the world for the rest of 
their lives.

‘Magazine story, as 


important as we wish it 
were, will not change an 
opinion that should be 
cultivated through 
interaction with men 
themselves, and an honest 
search for individual 
identity. We_ sincerely 
hope this identity cannot 
be drastically changed by a 
non-scientific story about 
the opinions of some BYU 
men. 

On the other hand, we 
realize the light attitude 
that was taken may seem

men who were outgoing, but only 48 per cent said 
they liked men who were more outgoing than they 
themselves. 

“T don’t want someone more outgoing than myself 
or I may never get any of his attention,’ explained 
Donna Jordan, a junior in early childhood education 
from Indianapolis, Ind: “I don’t like extremely 
forward, show-off guys, but I do like someone who is 
exciting and interesting to be with and talk to,” said 
Andrea Sewage, a junior in business education from 
Antimony. 

Not all women liked outgoing men. “Shy men I 
find are the most interesting and universal,” said 
Cyndie Erger, a sophomore in art and design from 
Newport Beach, Calif. 

Most women said that a man’s choice of career was 
not important to them, as long as he was happy in his 
job and could make a good living. 

“IT want him to be a man who is happy doing 
whatever it is he does for a living, and can provide 
enough but not necessarily a lot,’ said Cindy Lee 
Chevalier, a sophomore in communicative disorders 
from Great Falls, Mont. 

Men shouldn’t spend a lot of money on dates, 
according to 92 per cent of women surveyed. 
Twenty-seven per cent said they were impressed when 
their dates spent a lot of money on them. 

“Sure, spending lots of money on dates is nice, but 
what impresses me even more is his willingness to 
show how much he cares. Not money, but politeness 
and wanting to spend time with me, and being sincere 
in what he says,” said Kathryn Chipman, a freshman 


in nursing from Denver. 
Talents are important to BYU women, especially 


musical and athletic talents. Others mentioned by 
women surveyed included mechanical, dancing, 
courtesy, kissing, public speaking, ability to 
communicate well and artistic. 

But a few women differed in opinion. Does a career 
matter? ““You’d better believe it,” said Patti Keys, a 
senior in law enforcement from White Salmon, Wash. 
“A girl has to look to the future. Money isn’t 
everything, but I don’t want a cop.” : 

Maxine Willis, a junior in communicative disorders 
from Mesa, Ariz., said she required no specific talent, 
“but he must recognize and use the talents he has.” 

“T will not consider anyone who cannot play all of 
Beethoven’s piano works from memory,” said Wendy 
Bell, a senior in English from Fullerton, Calif. 

An ideal man, like an ideal woman, is different for 
every person. Even at an LDS school like BY U, tastes 
can never be entirely consensual. For some, the ideal 
will have a body that makes King Kong look like a 
spider monkey. For many, the ideal man is “like my 
dad — not 44 years old. But one who loves the Lord 
more than he loves me, honors and respects me and 
his family and kids, honors his priesthood and loves 
life and serving others,” as said 1976 BYU 
Homecoming Queen Michelle Milne.

Security anticipated very few problems according to 
Wesley Sherwood, assistant chief of Security Police. Friday, 
after the line had reached its halfway mark, with one night 
gone and another on its way, Sherwood said, “Any 
standards of laws being broken will be enforced or referred 
to standards, but there are no problems expected.” Security 
barricaded adjacent ‘streets near the line to provide safety 
for those staying over night. 

Scott Williams, manager of special events at the Marriott 
Center, said, “When I came to work at 7:45 a.m. Friday I 
was amazed, I didn’t think ‘America’ demanded that kind 
of line. There is no real problem in forming a line though, 
we just try to move it to.a safe point where there are no: 
moving vehicles. Primarily students are cooperative and I 
think they should be applauded. 

A sore spot in the hearts of many of “The Line” 
participants was an incident that occured at 10:30 a.m. 
Saturday. According to Bud Hydeman, executive assistant 
to Social-Vice Pres. Gregg Wright, ‘One guy in line 
suddenly scooted up about half a foot and someone yelled, 
‘The line is moving,’ and with that the entire line crowded 
to the front with nowhere to go. People who had been 
there for two days lost their place in line.” 

One of the unfortunate students who was a victim of the 
crowding was Charlie Garner, Provo, sophomore in physical 
education. He said, “I’m ticked off! What they need to do 
is hand out numbers to those in line, or to those 
representing people in line to keep places.” ‘ 

Dave Hansen, who compared the line to Woodstock, said, 
“Talk to the girls, man, they’ve got it made. They just flirt 
with the guys and crowd on up the line.” 

Hydeman said the Social Office understands the sore 
feelings that occur when a line gets out of control. ‘“‘That’s 
why the Social Office doesn’t sanction lines. In the future 
we will plan ahead and have people stationed along the line 
the day the tickets go on sale, to inform everyone what is 
going on. It’s not any fun to be in line and not knowing what 
is going on in front.”’ 

The Marriott Center ticket office opened at noon 
Saturday and sold approximately 3,700 tickets, according 
to Scott Williams, manager of special events at the Marriott 
Center. 

“Half-house below the concourse seats 5,700 people,” - 
Williams said, “‘So you can see there are still seats left below 
the concourse, but they are the side sections.”

‘Liners’ create

A smoldering garbage can, a lost football atop the 
Marriott Center and multiple odds and ends of sleeping 
apparatus, marked the remains of a 36-hour line, Saturday, 
for tickets to the “‘America” concert.

It was the 
Cowboys’ first WAC loss 
‘at home and BYU’s first 
on the road, and twelfth 
straight over Wyoming. 

The Cougars got the 
opening tip and scored 
immediately. “They set 
the tempo of the game 
early,’ said Cowboy 
Coach Don DeVoe. 

The Cats played with 
more confidence and 
abandonment. They were 
quick and had good hands 
for stealing the ball and 
blocking shots. They got 
good rebounds and were 
able to take more shots 
because of the offensive 
boards. 

Scott Runia took charge 
of the ball club. He 
directed traffic, scored 
eight points and grabbed 
six rebounds. One of those 
rebounds and a_ basket 
came when Runia was 
hustling underneath the

In Saturday’s game, the 
Cougars were one point 
behind CSU, 35-34, at 
halftime after the lead had 
changed hands 16 times in 
the first period. But the 
Cougars’ three of five and 
the Rams’ 16 of 22 from 
the charity stripe told the 
main difference in the 
final score. 

With 3:30 remaining in 
the first half, CSU had 
scored seven of seven free 
throws, and Alan Taylor 
was just coming to the line 
to make BYU’s first and

only two free points of the 
half. : 

The second half scoring 
started with CSU’s Allen 
Cunningham sinking two 
more free throws. The 
Rams. received 13 gift 
shots in the final period — 
capitalizing on seven of 
them, while BYU’s only 
opportunity came when 
Jay Cheesman sunk a 
technical foul shot. The 
Rams finished the half 
with only five team fouls. 

The game got away from 
BYU early in the second 
half- when the Rams 
chalked up 14 unanswered 
points. “That three-minute 
stretch to me was the 
whole game,” Arnold said. 

“J don’t know what we 
can do, we shoot 55 per 
cent, make one more field 
goal, and get beat by 11,” 
the head coach said. 

“I was very pleased with 
our offense and defense. 
Jay played a very fine 
offensive game,” Arnold 
continued. “He was hitting 
from the inside and 
outside.” Cheesman made 
13 of 16 for 27 points. 

Thompson, who played 
both games even through 
he was sick, did not eat his 
pre-game meal and _ still 
played all 20 minutes of 
the first half. 


Coach Arnold is still 


optimistic about the 
remainder of the season. 
“Even though we lost,” he 
said, “I think we’re on our 
way back.”
